invostigatlon and peremptorily ordered 
by the committee to demand the return 
from Europe of Andrew liamilton» the 
lawyer v.iio has had charge of legisla­ 
tive matters for tho New York Life. 
Mr. McCall was further ordered to de­ 
mand an accounting from Hamilton of 
the moneys expended- by him and of 
the balance which he owes the New 
York Life. Mr. Call denied that it was 
the policy of his company to have Mr* 
Hamilton remain abroad until after 
this investigation had been concluded 
and said that on the contrary he would 
very much like to have Mr. Hamilton 
return. 
Mr. McCall, replying to Mr. Hughes, 
counsel for the committee, said he had 
called the attention of the board of 
trustees to his testimony before the 
committee relative to Hamilton and 
gave Mr. Hughes a copy of his state­ 
ment, which said that if Hamilton did 
not return to the New York Life the 
sum of 5235,000 by December 31 
he 
would himself pay it to the company. 
Mr.. McCall said Mr. Hamilton 
was 
either in Paris or Nauheim. 
Another interesting line of examina­ 
tion was opened up just before the ad­ 
journment for tlie day when John Mc- 
Guinness, an employe of the Equitable 
Life, was called. 
He produced letter

memoranda which

Hegeman secured loans and the reason 
of the rebates of this Interest that 
Mr, Hegeman received from the old 
firm of Vermllye & Co. was testified to 
by ses^eral members of that firm, which 
has since gone out of business. 
This 
firm was the banker of the Metropoli­ 
tan Life, but since last March the busi­ 
ness has been taken over by Wm. A. 
Reade & Co, 
Mr. Reade was a wit­ 
ness and said that Mr. Hegeman got 
these loans at a rate below the market 
rate because Mr. Hegeman had been a 
client for a number of years and be­ 
cause of the volume of business 
he 
transacted with the firm of Vennilye 
& Co.

New York, Nov. H.—Priuce Louis 
of Battenberg passed* yesterday in a 
fashion that would have tested tho 
stamina of a ¡K)lilical candidate en- 
gaged in a campaign of the whirlwind 
order and stood the strain with a for­ 
titude worthy of a British admiral. He 
began the round of cntortalnments 
with a reception at the Chamber of 
Commerce, where he was greeted by 
a representative gathering of captains 
of commerce and finanoo. After a brief 
breathing spell he was whirled down 
to Coney Island, where he and the 
officers of 
his fleet, witli 
Admiral 
Evans and other representatives of 
tlie American navy attended a great 
banquet given by the bluejackets of 
the American warships to their Bri­ 
tannic cousins. 
From the banquet a special train 
boro the prince and his suite back to 
New York in time to appear at th« 
Horse Show, where his entrance was 
the signal for a tumultuous welcome 
from a great assemblage, representa­ 
tive of the fashion and wealth, not only 
of the metropolis, but of all tbe princi­ 
pal cities of the union, 
“Blood 
is 
thicker 
than 
water.” 
Written on the 
frontlspice of 
the 
menu cards, this famous saying of the 
American naval ofRcer, Tatnall, never 
found 
more 
impressive 
expression 
than it did at the dinner on the Bowery 
at Coney Island which the enlisted 
men of the Atlantic fleet gave to the 
enlisted men of his Britannic majesty’s 
navy, commanded by Roar Admiral 
Prince Louis of Battenberg. 
It was 
thè keynote of the cheering with which 
the 2500 British and American sailors 
made the great pavilion ring to the 
echo. It was the toast to which they 
drank across the long tables which 
stretched down the great hall beneath 
tlie overhanging British and American 
flags. It was the theme of the speeches 
that accorapajiled the cigai^s and the 
beer of this mammoth fenst, unique in 
the history of all navies, ànd which 
will long furnish the theme of yarns 
on many a British and American berth 
deck. 
Thre^ cheers were given to Rear 
Admiral Prince Louis and then to Rear 
Admiral Evans. 
Leaving the dinner 
for a few moments, the admirals went 
into the balcony and gazed upon the 
Impressive scene. Every sailor was on 
his feet, twirling his cap aloft, and led 
by à quartermaster at tlie end of the 
hall, the mighty company cheered as 
only British and American sailors can 
chGor—clean cut, all together and far- 
reaching, until 
the 
sounds 
echoed 
across the seas that beat on Coney'a 
Bbore. 
By 10 o’clock the 15 rounds of beei 
which each sailor received had been 
disposed of, and the men started out 
to do Coney Island. 
Many of the 
amusement places opened up In honor 
of the visitors. At midnight the shoot 
Ing galleries, the beer gardens and the 
other attractions v/ere doing a mid­ 
summer business and the 2500 sailori 
were having the time of their lives. 
The boats came alongside Steeple­ 
chase pier at 6 o’clock this morning 
and took the banqueters to their re­ 
spective shlpp. 
Tho front of the menu cards bore a 
picture of the American and British 
sailors clasping hands, over the flags 
of their two countries.

Fairy Gingerbread—One cupful of 
butter, two of sugar, one of inilk> 
four of flour, three-fourths of a tea- 
spoonful of soda, one tablespoonfu) 
of ginger.

Add the sugar gradually, and,, 
when very light, the ginger, the milk

Simple Mint Sauce—The

mint sauce Is made by steeping the

These gentlemen should look at home 
before committing themselves, 
and 
remedy their own shortcomings and 
their laboriously correct style of writ­ 
ing.

It 
is generally terse and clear and right 
to the point, and tells in a simple way 
exactly what tbe w^rlter wants to say. 
It is most surprising to me to under­ 
stand bow the reporters, writing as 
they do so hurriedly and under such 
great pressure, are able to w’rlte so 
well. None need be afraid of spoiling 
their taste for good English by read­ 
ing newspapers. 
The articles are al­ 
most always delightfully free from 
stiltedness and trite conventionality, 
Avhlch is more than can be said of the

Fairy Gingerbread—One cupful of 
butter, two of sugar, one of milk, 
four of flour, three-fourths of a tea­ 
spoonful of soda, one tablespoonfu) 
of ginger. 
Beat the butter to

cream. Add the sugar gradually, and, 
when very light, the ginger, the milk 
In which the soda has been dissolved, 
and finally the flour. 
Turn baking 
pans upsfde down and wipe the bot­ 
toms very clean. 
Butter them and 
spread the cake mixture very thin on 
them. Bake in a moderate oven until 
brown. 
While still hot 
cut 
Into 
squares with a cake knife and slip 
from the pan.

It must be spread on 
the bottom of the pan as thin as a 
wafer, and cut the moment it comes 
from the oven. 
Molasses Cake—One cup New Or­ 
leans molasses, one cup sugar, on^ 
half cup water, one large teaspoonfu’r 
soda dissolved in the water, one toa- 
spoonful ginger, one-half teaspoonful 
cinnamon, one quart flour. 
Stir mo* 
lasses, sugar, shortening and spices 
together thoroughly, then add water 
and Hour: stir hard. 
Bake in two 
layer pans. 
Breaded Sweetbreads—After being 
boiled, split them, and season with 
salt and pepper; then dip In beaten 
egg and cracker crumbs. Fry to light 
brown In hot lard. Serve with toma­ 
to sauce. 
Simple Mint Sauce—The simplest 
mint sauce is made by steeping the 
chopped mint in boiling water, about 
half a cupful to a handful of mint, 
covering the bowl, and placing where 
It will cool quickly. Let it stand fo7 
three-quarters of an hour.

Grocer 
Thomas 
Peirco of 
Middle- 
boro. Mass,, will not soon bo forgotten 
by the present and future residents of 
that beautiful Plymouth county town. 
He bequeathed to the town $500,000. 


Under the terms of the will, the in- 
come from this bequest is to bo ex- 
ponded by three trustees for the bene- 
flt of the town, acconling to thoir best 
judgment. 
Thomas Sprout Peirce re- 
ceived the bulk of his fortune from 
hia father, who was a grocer in Mid- 
dleboro for many 
a year. 
The 
old 
store in which tho fortune was made 
is still a grocery. 
In the old days it 
was a general store as well, where 
crockery, 
dry 
goods, 
molasi^cs 
and 
New England 
rum were equally 
re- 
spected staples in the stock in trade. 


Here Thomas S. l^eirce spent 
his 
manhood days, a bachelor, living over 
his store, and wearing the same suit 
of pepper and salt clothes, and the samo 
olcl-fashloned plug hat the year round. 
The 
suit he renewed 
from time 
to 
time, but no man rcmemborcd 
when 
the hat was new. 


One 
of his pocullarltles was 
his 
aversion to spending money for lights, 
and after nightfall only a dim flicker 
of a dip in a tumbler of oil lighted tho 
interior of the store, which was large, 
in fact, in its prime, quite the 
finest 
emporium of its kind in that part of 
the state. 


When 
serving a customer in 
tho 
evening, Mr. Peirce went poking about 
In bins and barrels with his little dip. 
always with his hat on. 
He was a 
kindly man, though shrewd in count- 
ing the pennies—his pockets were his 
only till—any many 
were the 
mort- 
gages he held on farms in the country 
round. 
He gave long credit and took 
long notes, and nobody ever accused 
him of being especially harsh with de- 
linquents. 
He merely did business on 
old-fashioned business principles, and 
expected others to treat him as he 
tried to treat them. 


While 
he was spinning out 
his 
years in tlie store his brothers—there 
had been 13 children in his father's 
family—died one after another, 
and 
at last he was left alone. 
Then 
he 
moved ^ into the 
old colonial 
family 
mansion across the street, and spent 
his declining days there. 


His will was a surprise to the towns- 
people. 
There were bequests to rela- 
tives of more than $100,000, but the 
bulk of the estate was for tho town, 
with $50,000 specifically set aside for 
a public library, and $50,0o0 more for 
a permanent fund to buy books and 
periodicals for the library. 


After these bequests were paid 
it 
was 
understood 
that the fund 
re- 
mained 
something more than 
$500,- 
000. 
This is invested in various ways 
—In lands and houses In Mlddleboro, 
In mortgages, in stocks and in bonds. 


The income derived from the fund 
is probably 
about $15,000, which 
is 
nearly one-fifth as much as the total 
amount of money raised by the town 
each year for taxes. 
The fund itiBclf 
is about one-eighth of the total 
as- 
sessed valuation of property in Mitl- 
dlehoro. 


TJie conditions of Mr. Peirce's will, 
as they relate to thii> fund are 
un- 
usual, and give the trustees all the 
power needed to act entirely on their 
own judgment as to the expenditure 
of the income. 


The gradual building of mile after 
mile of the fine.st modern roads, with- 
out expense to the tov/n; the payment 
of notes, that lighten the burden of 
taxation; the helpful effect of lessen- 
ing school expenses through the em- 
ployment of a teacher at the expense 
of the fund—ail these are beneficial 
things that any community would he 
glad to have done for it. 


The importance of the Peirce family 
in the town is manifest In every hand 
in Middleboro. There is the old Peirce 
Academy 
building, erected by 
the 
father of Ihe late Thomas Peirce; the 
old 
Peirce grocery store on 
iVIain 
street, with its pillared portico, like 
a Greek temple, the old colonial house 
of the Peirce family across the street, 
the new Peirce Public Library 
near 
It, and ^on tho best corner in town a 
business building, recently construct- 
ed, known as the Peirce block. 
In 
this building is the postoffice, the of- 
fice of the Peirce estate and a Ma- 
sonic hall.—New England Grocer.

Valued at $500,000, It the Unique Po»* 


session of Middleboro, Mass. 
Grocer Thomas Peirce of Middle­ 
boro, Mass., will not soon bo forgotten 
by the present and future residents of 
that beautiful Plymouth county town. 
He bequeathed to the town $500,000, 
Under the terms of the will, the in 
come from this bequest is to bo ex 
pended by three trustees for the bene­ 
fit of the town, according to their best 
Judgment, 
Thomas Sprout Peirce re 
celved the bulk of his fortune from 
Ms father, who was a grocer in Mid 
dleboro for many a year. 
The old 
store in which the fortune was made 
is still a grocery. 
In ihe old days it 
was a general store as well, where 
crockery, dry goods, molasv^es and 
New England rum were equally re­ 
spected staples in the stock in trade. 
Here Thomas S. Peirce spent his 
manhood days, a bachelor, living over 
his store, and wearing the same suit 
of pepper and salt clothes, and the same 
old-fashioned plug hat the year round. 
The suit he renewed from time to 
time, but no man remembered when 
the hat was new. 
One 
of his peculiarities was 
his 
aversion to spending money for lights, 
and after nightfall only a dim flicker 
of a dip in a tumbler of oil lighted the 
interior of the store, which was largo, 
in fact, in its prime, quite the finest 
emporium of its kind in that part of 
the state. 
When 
serving a customer in 
the 
evening, Mr. Peirce went poking about 
in bins and barrels with his little dip, 
always with his hat on. 
He was a 
kindly man, though shrewd in count­ 
ing the pennies—his pockets were his 
only till—any many were the mort­ 
gages he held on farms in the country 
round. 
He gave long credit and took 
long notes, and nobody ever accused 
him of being especially harsh with de­ 
linquents. He merely did business on 
old-fashioned business principles, and 
expected others to treat him as he 
tried to treat them. 
While 
he was spinning out 
his 
years in the store his brothers—there 
had been 13 children in his father’s 
family—died one after another, and 
at last he was left alone. 
Then he 
moved into the old colonial family 
mansion across the street, and spent 
his declining days there. 
His will was a surprise to the towns­ 
people. 
There were bequests to rela­ 
tives of more than $100,000, but the 
bulk of the estate was for the town, 
with $50,000 specifically set aside for 
a public library, and $50,0o0 more for 
a permanent fund to buy books and 
periodicals for the library. 
After these bequests were paid it 
was 
understood that the fund 
re­ 
mained something more than $500,- 
000. This is invested in various ways 
—in lands and houses in Middleboro, 
in mortgages, in stocks and in bonds. 
The income derived from the fund 
is probably about $15,000, which is 
nearly one-fifth as much as the total 
amount of money raised by the town 
each year for taxes. 
The fund itlcelf 
is about one-eighth of the total as­ 
sessed valuation of property in Mid­ 
dleboro. 
The conditions of Mr. Peirce’s will, 
as they relate to thib fund are un­ 
usual, and give the trustees all the 
power needed to act entirely on their 
own judgment as to the expenditure 
of the income. 
The gradual building of mile after 
mile of the finest modern roads, with­ 
out expense to the tov/n; the payment 
of notes, that lighten the burden of 
taxation; the helpful effect of lessen­ 
ing school expenses through the em­ 
ployment of a teacher at the expense 
of the fund—all these are beneficial 
things that any community would he 
glad to have done for it. 
The importance of the Peirce family 
in the town is manifest in every hand 
in Middleboro. There is the old Peirce 
Academy 
building, erected by 
the 
father of Ihe late Thomas Peirce; the 
old 
Peirce grocery store on 
Main 
street, with its pillared portico, like 
a Greek temple, the old colonial house 
of the Peirce family aci’oss the street, 
the new Peirce Public Library near 
It, and ‘bn the best corner in town a 
business building, recently construct­ 
ed, known as the Peirce block. 
In 
this building is the postofiice, the of­ 
fice of the Peirce estate and a Ma­ 
sonic hall.—New England Grocer.

In baking griddle cakes an 
oven teaspoonfui of baking powder is 
generally demajided for every cui> of 
flour. 
A liberal teaspoonfui is equal to 
two ordinary 
teaspoonfnls, 
A triUe 
more baking powder than is called for 
will do no harm; it is unlike soda in 
lijis respect. 


Two "rounded*' teaspoonfuis of bak- 
ing powder are equal to tAvo even tea- 
spoon fnis of 
cream 
tartar 
and 
one 
scant half leaspoonful of soda. 


'i'lie exact nieasuremenl of soda wj.en 
used alone with sour miik or molasses 
js more diflicult to give, as recipes vary. 
Some of them, owing to the eggs and 
other ingredients, call for less, others 
for more. 
It also depends upon the 
sourmss of the milk; tlie sourer the 
miJk the more soda necessary. 
A mis- 
erly use of s^oda is, liowever, always 
advisable. In using soda Avilh jnolasses 
i'or gingerbread and cakes, a scant tea- 
spounful to every two cups is generally 
the right an)ount.

for by Russian coin from the state's 
coffers, and they will be used for the 
spiritual beneflt of Russia's enemies. 


A member of the consistory of the 
Greek Church, which for twenty years 
has had its American 
seat in 
San 
Francisco, explained 
this odd 
inter- 
change between warring countrk»s by 
the statement that for 400 years the 
Kussian church has had its missionar- 
ies in Japan, and for 100 years has had 
a big university in Hakodate, 
where 
the 
flower 
of Japanese 
youth 
have 
been educated. 


'*Among the naval and army officers 
in the pI^?sent conflict," this prelate

trained by us to Western ideals. 
Wo 
have large congregations thei'e,

RUSSIA'S CONVERTS 
IN JAPAN. 


A Queer State of Things Diiclosed 


by the Shipments of Vestments 
Md Candles« 


Candles, vestments and church sup­ 
plies are not contraband of \var these 
days, and steamers from San F ran ­ 
cisco have been carrying these articles 
of worship and ritual on their way 
from Kussia right into the heart of 
Japan, says tho San Francisco Chron- 
icle. 
All this because tho lUissian 
church still has hundreds of thousands 
of members among the Japanese, and 
even in the navy and army many of 
tho highest officers w^ere educated in 
the Russian church and Still obey its 
ivHgious commands. 
This remarkable state of affairs has 
become known through constant ship­ 
ments from San Francisco by Russian 
order to Yokohama, Tokio and Hako­ 
date of tho various articles used in the 
ceremonies of the Orthodox Greek 
Church. 
These 
shipments, 
among 
them one which will leave on the 
steamer Mongolia next week, are paid 
for by Russian coin from the state’s 
coffers, and they will be used for the 
spiritual benefit of Russia’s enemies, 
A member of the consistory of the 
Greek Church, which for twenty years 
has had its American seat in San 
Francisco, exiVlained this odd inter­ 
change between warring countries by 
the statement that for 400 years the 
Russian church has had its missionar­ 
ies in Japan, and for 100 years has had 
a big university in Hakodate, where 
the flower of Japanese youth have 
been educated. 
“Among the naval and army oflicers 
in the pivsent conflict,” this prelate 
explained, “there have been^and are 
now many raised in our faith and 
trained by us to Western ideals. 
Wo 
have large congregations thei*e, and 
naturally their religious head being 
still in Russia, it Is from there that the 
supplies Avill come, paid for out of the 
Russian treasure 
chest. 
There ai^e 
steady shipments from this port of 
candles, vestments 
and articles 
of 
every sort to various Japanese ports 
for the use of the* clergy and converts 
there. The war has not interfered in 
any way with this. 
I t is odd, of 
course, 
that 
two countries at war 
should be so related that a large num­ 
ber of Japanese acknowledge the su­ 
premacy of the patriarch and the Czar 
in religious matters, but so the fact is.”
